He first: became « Cnbinct Mints- 
ter in .1017%. Five years Inter he 
retired from public Ife till 1930, 
when .he emerged as a prime mover 
in the events that fed to the over- 

‘throw of King Alfonzo, 

He came from Andalusia—the 
“Garden of Spain.” Dark-skinned, 
shubbily dressed and tnsignificant 
looking, he preferred his Madrid 
home to the former Royal Palace in 
Madrid, uslng the Intter only for 
his oficial duties. 

President—he -returned~to—the 
Treasury considerable sums from his 
salary of about £50,000 an year. 
After his elections he gave his first 
day’s pay ‘to a fund for poor children. 

In 1941, after ho had Ieft Spain, a 
Franco court sentenced him to 15 
years’ exile and confiscation of fll 
his fartune.—Reuter.

I well remember a conversation 
I had as long as four years ago 
with a well-informed friend of the 
Chinese Communists, who told mo 
they would have to make peace 
with the capitalistic =‘ world. 
Marxism could not be put” into 
effect in China, he said, untill an 
Industrial system had been built up. 
Since only capitalism could com- 
plete such o system, it was then 
Chinese Communist doctrine — to 
make ultimate peace ‘with. capi- 
talism until it had produced an in- 
dustrial and communications sys- 
tem which could he communised, 

That explains‘why Western busi~ 
nessmen and bankers ore pretty 
confident they can do business with 
the Chinese Communists, on some 
sort of terms, at Icast. 


‘These paradoxes do not make tho 
situation’ in China any more com~- 
fortable. It cannot be denied that 
democracy—as represented by Wea 
tern influence—has, suffered ‘a° 
great defeat in China, .

CAUSES OF DIZZINESS - 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D, 


At one thne or another nearly 
everybody suffers from dizziness 
or vertigo. Usually it is a passing 
thing, but, if it persists, an examIina- 
tion {s in) order so that the cause 
may be determined. 


Some people find they are bother- 
ed in this way only when the head 
is held tn certaln positlons, whereas 

‘ others become dizzy only when. the 
head: is moved from one position to 
another. The Intter type of dizziness 
Is usually accompanied by a dis- 
turbance of the eyes, known fs nys- 
togmus,-in Which the eyes roll slow- 

_ ly to one side. und: then move -raptd- 
ly in the opposite direction. 

This symptom fg very tmportant 
In helping the doctor to determine 
the cause of ‘the dizziness. In carry- 
ing out an examination of a patient 
with nystagmus, the doctor will 
first fest the hearing, Then — the 
patient is studied to sce whether 
nysingmus {s present lying on the 
back. Then pressuré ls put on the 
neck over what are known os the 
chrotid alnuses, which are a collec- 
tion of nerves. Pressure on these 
sinuses may produce dizziness and 
fainting, The pnttent then turns to 
‘the right side, and then to the left 
side, ond then the head fs hung 
backwards; finally ho sits up, steps 
forward, and shalces his head. 

During all these various move- 
ments, ho Ia studied to sce if nystag- 
mus develops, -If,-.. .in....changing

positlon, the nystagmus does occur, 
and there is deafness or ringing in 
the cars, it indicales that there Is 
some disease of the Inner ear, 

One of the conditions which may 
be responsible is known as Meniere's 
disease, In which there is ringing in 
the cars, deafness, und attacks of 
dizziness. . 

In ‘some cases, the disturbance. 
may be due to an inflammation ‘of 
the middie car. In other cases, the 
trouble may have been caused by 
\indetected haemorrhage into the 
inner ear. : :

_ Dizziness without evidence of 
elther damage to the nerves or the 
braln commonly Indicates some clr- 
eulatory disturbance or infection 
affecting tho nerve celis, The 
ustal cause is disturbances of the 
circulation related to low blood pres- 
sure, or disturbances produced by 
the change of life. 

For example, the underlying 
causes may be on infection of the 
stomach, bowel or breathing organs, 
poleoning fram o drug, such as alco 
hot or streptomycin, or hardening. 
of the arteries in the brain with 
high blood. pressure. * 

In cases of dizziness, a thorough 
study is always necessary to. de- 
termine the cause before proper

It is just 
that. one homemaker is an expert 
at taking care of ‘her houschold 
equipment, while the other lady just 
doesn't bother about Its. upkeep. She 
works it uniif something gocs wronk, 
and of course, it does. . 


Constant Caro 


To keep a vacuum in perfect 
working.order, there are three parts 
thot need special attention. These 
are the bag, belt and brush, With 
few exceptions, all vacuum cleaners 
have at Ieast two of these parts and 
they require constant care. 

The most obvious of these is_ the 
bag, for It is here that the dirt-Alled 
air Is Altered. and clean alr escapes, 
leaving the dirt and dust. To handle 
this filtering, process. the bag fs 
made of a porous muterinl. So long 
as the pores are kept dirt-free, the 
air is permitted “free passage and 
he machine works at best eMclency. 
When, however, dirt cogs the tiny 
openings In the fabric the oir flow 
is checked, and efficiency 1s Impair- 
ed. Just the usual emptying of the 
bag tg not enough. The sides should 
be well rubbed together to loosen 
the dust and the ‘bag should be 
brushed with a stl brush. 2 


Checked for Tears 


‘The vacuum bag should be check- 
ed for tenrs or rips, Small holes 
can be tackled with fron-on tape, 
but, since this ts not. porous, it should 
be used sparingly. Replacing the 
bag as soon as It shows real signs of 
wear is a good Investment. Or, if 
your machine fs the type, lay in a 
Supply Oo 0 Dip f @ 
be used In conjunction 
specially-designed bag. 
Clean the brush often, but detach 
it from the machine. The dirt col- 
lected on a brush can-be transferred 
right back to the. rug. So if the 
machine Is an agitator-brush type 
model, remove the ogitator and clean 
the brush with a cloth dampened 
with a drop of carbon tetrachloride. 
The tufts of the brush should be 
about 44 of an inch above the rug 
pile.

Modern vacuum cleaners do not 
require lubrication, but some of the 
older models in use do require three 
drops of ol. If too much oll is 
used, the motor may smoke. Go 
over the fan, remove any objects 
that may have collected there. for it 
is a favourite roosting pince for 
thrends, hairpins and such. 

All these are but small chores, but 
they tend to keep that most useful 
piece of houschold cleaning equip- 
ment at top efficiency.

T would be interesting to 
rend a report by a psychia- 
trist explaining why so many 
law-abiding people enjoy read- 
ing reports of criminal cases 
evening by evening. Is it that 
in this way people can give 
harmless exercise to their own 
unconscious criminal ten- 
dencies?’ King Lear declaimed 
to Kent: 
Tremble, thou wretch, thou hast 


‘within thee undlvulged crimes, un- 
whipp'd of justice. 


According to the teaching of the 
psychiatrists, we all have “close 
pent-up guilts" to quote Lear 
again, Freud belleved that we work 
off these unconscious criminal ten- 
dencics in our dreams, ¢ 

But if tt may be that: newspaper 
readers obtain similar relief by 
reading of the crrors of others, who 
were less fortunate * in that their 


crimes were both committed and 
detected, 

{ confess that? when I was a 

Metropolitan magistrate I almost 
never read newspaper reports of 
crimes and peccadiliccs, To do so 
was too much lie work. 1 had, In 
my day's Inbours  cnourh of the 
errors of other people. But now that 
Mr Mourlco Wiggin, the author of 
almost countless descriptions of 
cases in criminol courts that were 
eagerly read by a home-going public, 
hos made them into a book, I rendily 
admit that I have read, smiled, 
laughed arid enjoyed. 
- ‘Fhe author's alm was, in his own 
words, “to pass on at second- 
hand something of the comedy and 
drama” of Magistrates’ Courts, The 
publishers comment on "his _ rich: 
sponse of character and portraiture, 
combined ‘with his gencrous 
tolerance and keen understanding of 
unhappy men and women.” This Is 
well deserved. 

But while readers. are fully 
justified In enjoying the cases set- 
gut In this book, they should not 
neecept them 1s typical of a day's 
work in a Magistrates’ Court.
